®@ These programs will not all be good. 
Some will be awful, for no matter 
how wonderful something looks on 
paper, there’s no telling how it will 
play until it’s on film or tape or 
played live to an audience. If only 
one-fourth of the season’s specials 
turn out well, the networks will be 
delighted. 

The important thing is that they are 
trying, and we ought to be a little 
grateful for that. In gratitude, perhaps 
critics should hit them with something 
lighter than a sledgehammer when 
their specials turn out to be slightly 
less than sensational.

DOWN with FOOTBALL! 


The pro game is, says this bored spectator, 
a tedious and senseless sport

The first time I went to a bullfight, 
the friend who took me said he en- 
vied me the wonder of my first view 
of The Ballet of Death, The Duel Be- 
tween Man and Beast that would un- 
fold before my dazzled eyes. Bands 
played, toreros marched, the stands 
of the arena in Barcelona shimmered 
in color and I whipped out my hand- 
kerchief, ready to wave it with the 
rest of the aficionados in tribute to the 
brave. 

As any collector of clichés knows, 
you can take the boy out of the coun- 
try but you can’t take the country 
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out of the boy. They taught me on 
that police beat in New York long 
ago that a reporter cannot afford illu- 
sions. So I dutifully advised my 
friend, when they hauled the first 
victim to the hamburger plant, that 
I had counted nine other people horn- 
ing in on what he said would be a pas 
de deux between bull and matador. 
Wasn’t that 10 to one? 

I also mentioned that I had heard 
that bulls, like all grazing animals, 
are not interested in stationary ob- 
jects because they fought their evo- 
lutionary battles against moving pred- 
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ators, and it seemed to me that as 
long as he kept something waving, the 
matador’s chances were pretty good. I 
asked how come everybody took it for 
granted the bull was simply aching to 
be in the arena instead of back on 
the ranch with his harem of slim- 
ankled cows. Who did he tell? 

As we left the stadium, my friend 
said accusingly: “You’ve ruined bull- 
fighting for me.” 

Until now that cry of despair, so 
keenly remembered, used to stop me 
every time I started to express my 
doubts about professional football— 
so popular that some 200 games will 
be telecast in the United States this 
season. If millions of Americans can 
convince themselves that they are 
watching the greatest game in the 
world, why should I point out that in 
few of the sports I have seen in my 
travels does one have to endure longer 
periods of tedium for the reward of an 
occasional thrill? 

Why should I risk the indignation 
of my family, the scorn of my friends, 
face a possible future as a Man With- 
out a Country? Ill tell you why. 
Those of us who labor far from the 
homeland (I am based in London) 
develop an acute form of patriotism. 
We are not satisfied with having most 
of the best things in the world for our 
people. We want them all. 

And that includes sports. 

We Americans need a_ bruising, 
body-contact game. That’s the kind of 
people we are. But this start-and- 
stop charade of giant grotesques (I 
refer mainly to the uniforms) is not 
it. Not yet anyway. Not the stuff I’ve 
sat through bleakly during my return 
visits to the U.S. the past few years, 
an island of ennui amid frenzied 
crowds who don’t seem to realize they 
are bringing most of the excitement 
to the stadium (or the TV set) with 
them. 

Emotional involvement with a team 
is all right if it stops short of the 
point where it blurs the judgment. 


But when it becomes a cult whose 
devotees are exalted merely to be in 
the same arena with their idols, it has 
to be deplored. Am I the only one 
who is irritated by the endless inter- 
ruptions in play, the dreary lining 
up for scrimmage after every tiny 
burst of action, the substitutions, in- 
juries, time outs for this and that? 
And by the specialization that is 
grinding all the human vitality out of 
the game? 

Nature knows what to do with spec- 
ialized species—they become extinct. 
And so might a game which seems to 
be evolving to a point where one man 
will be required to do only one thing 
well. That is, when the coach tells 
him to. 

When I refused a box seat at a 
New York Giants game one year, a 
friend hinted darkly that I was spend- 
ing too much time overseas. True, in 
the sense that when you are away 
from the propaganda and conditioning 
and whipped-up hysteria, you tend to 
wriggle off the hook of conformity 
and see things with a more innocent 
eye—like the little boy who said the 
emperor was naked. You weigh the 
peaks of excitement, which is all the 
dedicated fan seems to notice, against 
the valleys of boredom; and the nag- 
ging thought persists: They do these 
things better elsewhere. 

You recall an official of the Pro- 
fessional Rugby League (of France, 
England, Australia and New Zealand) 
telling you that the forward pass 
was considered for his sport and re- 
jected because it was felt it would 
slow up the action (too many passes 
are incomplete or the receiver is 
nailed in his tracks). You remember 
a night in Bradford in England when 
you went to a pro rugby match be- 
tween two teams in whom you had not 
the slightest interest. 

They trotted out on the field in 
the wintry cold, 13 men on each 
team, some of them as big as our boys, 
without helmets and continued 
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Down with Football /continued 


wearing outfits little heavier than 
track suits. The ground was frozen. 
But for 80 minutes—with only a five- 
minute pause between halves—they 
ran, passed (sideways and backwards), 
stiff-armed, flying-tackled. There were 
no time outs! There were no substi- 
tutions! When one player was flat- 
tened, they carried him off and his 
team played a man short till he re- 
turned. 

I saw more broken-field running— 
surely the great thrill of football— 
in that match than there is in an en- 
tire Sunday’s schedule of the Ameri- 
can game. 

I am not recommending rugby 
league for us, exhilarating as I found 
it..I mention it because it seems to 
have found the secret of more con- 
tinuous action and because I refuse 
to believe the French, the British or 
even the Maoris are hardier physical 
specimens than our lads. If they can 
play with little or no padding at top 
speed for 80 minutes, why are our 
magnificent men swathed and swad- 
dled like Russian babies and dunked 
in.and out of the game by the 
coaches like spongecake in coffee? 


Improve, not abolish 


I don’t want professional football 
abolished. I want it improved. I 
don’t want to go back to my old 
sportswriting days when there were 
more players on the squads than fans 
in the stands. It could happen again. 
We might, for example, have some- 
thing to learn from the way football 
games have evolved in other countries. 
Pro rugby has been able to cut down 
scrimmages to only about 20 per 80- 
minute game; in other words, keeping 
the ball in play for minutes, not sec- 
onds. The Canadians speeded up their 
game with the three-downs system. 
The rules weren’t handed down on 
graven tablets. They can be altered. 


We could, for a start, exchange our 
offensive hard padding for soft pad- 
ding, and diminish injuries and time 
out through injuries. Our linemen are 
such awesome physical specimens it 
seems a pity to sentence them to col- 
liding with each other like Rocky 
Mountain rams in the mating season. 
Why not allow them to run and pass 
in certain situations? Is it too much 
to hope that in our broad land we can 
find 22 American athletes able to play 
one whole 15-minute quarter before 
the deluge of substitutes? 

I would like to see the day come 
when a ticket for one of our USS. 
pro football games is as coveted inter- 
nationally as a center-court seat at the 
Wimbledon tennis matches is now. 
The elements of a great international 
sports spectacle are all there, waiting 
to be brought into focus. But at the 
moment, and I find very few of my 
countrymen are aware of this, even 
the friendliest foreign observers are at 
a loss to understand our enthusiasm. 

“T reckon to understand most games, 
but I’m afraid you’ve got to be in- 
volved in this one to like it,” said 
Peter Wilson of the Daily Mirror, re- 
cently named Britain’s Sportswriter 
of the Year. “It’s a superb spectacle.” 

“A splendid occasion,” said J. L. 
Manning of the Daily Mail, “but a poor 
sporting event. It’s a pity it identifies 
itself with American manliness and 
patriotism.” 

“Regimented thuggery,” said Sam 
Leitch of the Sunday Mirror. “An 
overdressed joke, more military tac- 
ties than sport.” 

Bill Fallowfield, president of the 
Rugby League, naturally envies the 
success of our pro game and the mil- 
lions the networks bid for broadcast 


rights. He has a high regard for the ~ 


athletes themselves. “But the game, 
as it is played, lacks continuity,” he 
said. “We like to get on with it. 
Why spend two-and-a-half hours 
playing a one-hour game?”

VIETNAM: IS TELEVISION GIVING US THE PICTURE? 


Keeping the War in Focus 


The view from the Pentagon 


is not the same as from the foxholes 


Third of Four Parts by Neil Hickey 


T.. journey began at the Pentagon 
in Washington, in the office of Arthur 
Sylvester, the Assistant Secretary 
of Defense for Public Affairs, and in 
other Pentagon eyries of military ex- 
perts on Southeast Asia; it moved to 
New York for similarly extended 
dialogs with dozens of network news 
executives and correspondents knowl- 
edgeable about television’s effort in 
Vietnam; it continued in Saigon 
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among the newsmen posted to this 
capital of war, and among high- 
ranking civilian and military repre- 
sentatives of the U.S. Government 
here; and it ended in South Vietnam’s 
jungles, where crews of America’s 
three television networks are working 
and suffering with American soldiers. 

It was a journey of 10 weeks—half 
that time spent in Vietnam. Its pur- 
pose was to assess the continued 
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The Vietnam War/ continued 


honesty and adequacy of television’s 
coverage of the war; and to measure, 
count and catalog the problems re- 
lating to the coverage. 

The mission was undertaken in the 
light of a few main considerations: 
that public opinion in an undeclared 
war is a central factor in such a war’s 
prosecution; that television is the 
single most potent element in the 
formation of public opinion about 
Vietnam; that this November’s off- 
year elections and, quite probably, the 
Presidential-year elections of 1968 
will have Vietnam as the main issue; 
and that the parents and wives of the 
300,000 military men now in Vietnam 
turn to television in increasing num- 
bers to watch the jungle battles in 
which their loved ones are involved. 

Pentagon officials had offered a list 
of particulars relating to television’s 
presence in Vietnam. The consensus: 
e That TV is far too engrossed with 
the picturization of battle scenes, air 
strikes and civil mayhem—at the 
expense of the duller but more signif- 
icant stories of Vietnamese politics, 
inflation, pacification, education, and 
the construction of harbors, schools 
and hospitals. 

e That the camera’s eye is all too 
myopic and its angle of vision too 
narrow to convey the full truth of 
a military action involving large 
forces, and the cameraman thus be- 
comes an “editor” as he chooses to 
record the action’s more violent and 
dramatic aspects. 

e That TV crews too often move with 
the smaller units—platoons and even 
squads—although what happens at that 
level has only minimal significance in 
the larger picture. Viewers thus re- 
ceive a partial, out-of-context story. 
e That many of television’s cor- 
respondents are too young and in- 
experienced to convey fully the nu- 
ances of this complex Asian war. 

e That TV bureaus in Vietnam, per- 
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haps out of pecuniary motives, employ 
far too many foreign nationals—Viet- 
namese, French, Scandinavian, British, 
Korean, Australian—and that many of 
these are in such strong disagreement 
with U.S. policies that their opinions 
infect the quality of the news. 

e That TV has, on occasion, broad- 
cast pictures of wounded soldiers be- 
fore their next-of-kin were notified, 
thereby causing anguish to relatives 
in the United States; and that corre- 
spondents have interviewed wounded 
who were under sedation and not fully 
in control of their thoughts. 

TV men in Vietnam admit a validity 
to some of these plaints and are con- 
temptuous of others. NBC’s Jack Fern 
said: “All of us here worry about 
achieving a proper balance between 
combat and background stories. But 
let’s face it, there’s nothing more ex- 
citing than actuality violence. The very 
fact that a camera is recording some 
fascinating event brings that event an 
importance it otherwise wouldn’t have 
and maybe doesn’t deserve.” 

Another newsman said: “No cam- 
eraman in his right mind can resist 
pointing his camera at violence going 
on right before his eyes—and no pro- 
ducer in New York can resist running 
it. But still, we go out of our way to 
attempt some of the things which 
newspapers are able to do incompa- 
rably better. Television will never re- 
place The New York Times.” 

Col. Rodger R. Bankson, Chief of 
Information in Vietnam, told TV 
GuweE: “I haven’t seen a TV newsman 
yet who'll show something gruesome 
just for the shock value of it.” 

It is a fact that the biggest battles 
of the war go on in the minds of Viet- 
namese and U.S. officials who are 
searching for answers to some of the 
thorniest problems any young nation 
has faced in the post-World War II 
period. 

But those battles are not visual. 
They cannot be made into pictures 
—and pictures are televi- continued

sion’s special business. So the U.S. net- 
works opt too often for the battles 
they can cover—jungle gun fights, 
artillery bombardments, air strikes, 
the slogging, day-to-day life of sold- 
iers: a face of the war recognizable to 
every American who grew up watch- 
ing John Wayne action movies. 

It is a valid face, to be sure, and 
the one which is of most interest to 
American viewers having sons and 
husbands in the fighting. But televi- 
sion’s trickiest problem in Vietnam is 
to achieve balance between the seduc- 
tive and the significant; to submerge 
the conviction that a scene of violence 
is important merely because a camera 
is recording it; to find the substance 
behind the shadow. 

A single camera cannot encompass 
the movements of a battalion or 
brigade, and therefore must narrow 
in on, or “sample,” the battle action 


of platoons and even squads. This 
sample often proves far too random 
to please the Pentagon. But the cor- 
respondents, instinctively aware of 
their camera’s limitations, attempt to 
use their narrations as a framework 
for the battle’s larger aspects. 

Peter Kalischer recalls that he was 
once ordered out of Korea by Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur over a disagree- 
ment about some close-in coverage of 
the fighting. When MacArthur finally 
relented and let Kalischer return, he 
told the reporter: “But don’t report 
the war from the platoon level any 
more.” Kalischer says: “So this is a 
very old complaint. Wars always look 
better from division headquarters than 
they do in the foxholes.” 

American authorities in Vietnam 
often are more responsive to televi- 
sion’s special problems than their 
counterparts and superiors in Wash- 
ington. Colonel Bankson said: “I 
think that TV newsmen out in the

field are doing a tremendous job. Even 
though there may be more information 
available at brigade headquarters, the 
TV teams can’t cover a military oper- 
ation from there alone. They have to 
be where the action is.” 

In New York CBS’s Charles Col- 
lingwood—a frequent visitor to Viet- 
nam—had told TV Gume: “Vietnam is 
the most physically demanding role 
that reporters have ever been asked 
to take. So it’s a young man’s war, 
and the coverage has all the failings 
and strengths of young men: It’s more 
passionate, more colorful, and per- 
haps more erratic.” 

TV’s war correspondents in Vietnam 
must have the stamina of youth and 
the wisdom of age—an anomalous 
combination. The younger newsmen 
are out of their depth on the wilder 
shores of Vietnamese politics—and 
they admit it. 

Kalischer says: “We’re reluctant to 
let a young correspondent do.a stand- 
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up, look-in-the-eye piece on some 
aspect of Vietnamese politics, and to 
try to make some sense out of it for 
an American audience. I consider it 
very dangerous to try. I’m supposed to 
be the grand old man around here, 
and I’m reluctant to do it myself. 
Short-range political prognostication 
in Vietnam is very, very risky.” 

The responsibility for solid back- 
ground reporting is thus left to the 
occasional visits of cruising pundits 
like Eric Sevareid, Howard K. Smith 
and Chet Huntley; and to the Asia 
regulars—newsmen like CBS’s Kalis- 
cher and Murray Fromson, ABC’s Lou 
Cioffi and Sam Jaffe and NBC’s John 
Rich—who come to Vietnam on short- 
term assignment from bases in Bang- 
kok, Tokyo and Hong Kong. 

The sellers’ market in TV talent 
for Vietnam duty extends to camera- 
men and soundmen, who are in contin- 
ual short supply—a fact which neces- 
sitates the recruitment of continued

that made fine tobacco famous.

nonunion technicians from many 
parts of the world other than the U:S. 
Highly trained union technicians in 
the United States are almost invari- 
ably too old for jungle marches in 
130-degree heat, and too affluent to 
want to bother with them. 

Their union wage scales—even with 
the waiving of overtime provisions— 
are enough to make them the highest 
paid members by far of their respec- 
tive Saigon bureaus, including cor- 
respondents and bureau chiefs. The 
effect on morale of such an imbalance 
has been found to be destructive to a 
bureau’s efficiency. 

The claim of some Government 
officials that many of these foreign 
nationals are unfriendly to American 
goals in Vietnam—and that their 
hostile sentiments are prejudicing the 
coverage seems more than a little 
paranoid when viewed at ground level 
both in combat and in Saigon. 

It is less a cameraman’s politics 
than his primal professional instincts 
—and sometimes the shouted orders 
of the correspondent under whose 
direction he is working—which urge 
him to film a scene of violence or 
tragedy happening before his eyes. 

(At this writing, all the TV corre- 
spondents working for U.S. networks 
in Vietnam are American citizens, 
except Britisher Ray Moloney of ABC 
and Morley Safer, CBS, a Canadian.) 

Carl Sorensen, a Danish cameraman 
employed by CBS, once encountered 
in a Saigon cafe an American soldier 
who was in deep depression over his 
inability to comprehend the meaning 
of his presence in Vietnam, what real 
value his own privations had, and 
where the war was leading. Sorensen 
spent several hours with the man, at- 
tempting to define America’s goals in 
Southeast Asia and her role in South 
Vietnam’s evolving nationhood. 

The following day the GI appeared 
at CBS’s offices with a gift he had 
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purchased for Sorensen. He proffered 
it with emotional thanks, saying the 
cameraman’s words had helped him 
over a very rough spot and allowed 
him to rejoin his unit in a healthier 
frame of mind. 

English-speaking Vietnamese, as 
cameramen and soundmen, are vital 
to TV crews for purposes of interpret- 
ing and interrogating. CBS’s Dan 
Rather says: “We almost feel an 
obligation to hire Vietnamese for our 
stafis. It’s their country, isn’t it?” 

The problem of television’s photo- 
graphing and interviewing wounded 
men is less an issue today than it was 
six months ago. The networks are 
sensitized to their responsibility to 
the worried relatives of fighting men, 
and to the need for restraint in the 
handling of pictures which might cause 
those relatives needless anguish. 

Last April 25 the Military Assist- 
ance Command in Vietnam issued a 
memorandum—not, they emphasize, a 
“directive”—inviting television’s co- 
operation in respecting the privacy of 
wounded men, and suggesting that a 
soldier who has been injured has a 
right to suffer in private. 

Since then Assistant Secretary of 
Defense Sylvester—the Pentagon’s 
spokesman to the press—has met in 
New York with leading network news 
executives to appeal the matter fur- 
ther. In Saigon Colonel Bankson told 
TV Gume: “We're meeting with noth- 
ing but understanding from all the 
TV people [on the matter of films of 
the. wounded]. We said, ‘This is the 
problem,’ and they said, ‘We'll help.” 

Bankson added: “We have no prob- 
lem out here which men of good will 
can’t solve.” 

There are times in Vietnam, how- 
ever—in the skirmishing between 
television and the U.S. Government’s 
public relations legions—when that 
appraisal appears far too optimistic. 


Next week: Lack of censorship 
and the credibility gap 
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Uh, Oh: Monday, Oct. 10, was D-day 
at the three television networks, the 
day the fate of many series was de- 
cided. That was the day network 
presidents, vice presidents and pro- 
gramming brass pored over televi- 
sion’s bible, the latest Nielsen ratings, 
a two-week survey which was taken 
for the critical period between Sept. 
12 through Sept. 25. 

At this writing there has been only 
one cancellation announced, The Tam- 
my Grimes Show, which was taken 
off without benefit of the latest Niel- 
sen; but there are danger signs all 
over Hollywood. Rumors and specu- 
lation about possible cancellations is 
the subject of conversation at TV 
studios. From the vantage point of 
Hollywood and Vine, railbirds pre- 
dict that perhaps a dozen shows may 
feel the ax. ABC, which one source 
says has “six shows in trouble,” is 
taking a hard look at Shane and 
The Monroes. These series, one ABC 
man says, are “weak.” ABC’s Milton 
Berle is also rumored to be in trouble 
on Friday night. 

Over at NBC, the talk is that Roger 
Miller has had it. As one person con- 
nected with the show says, “It’s 
strange, he’s a camera-shy guy.” 
Other trouble spots on NBC’s sched- 
ule: The Hero and Please Don’t Eat 
the Daisies. At CBS, there is cancella- 
tion talk involving Pistols ’n’ Petti- 
coats, The Jean Arthur Show, The 
Garry Moore Show, Jericho and Run, 
Buddy, Run. One not-so-surprising 
development in the new season is the

fate predicted for the prestigious ABC 
Stage 67. There is well-founded talk 
that its regular Wednesday night slot 
may be taken over by old movies, 
with Stage 67 being converted into a 
series of “floating specials,’ shows 
which will be telecast at a different 
day and time each week. And prob- 
ably the most predictable, albeit aw- 
ful, prediction came true. You guessed 
it: It’s About Time appears to have 
clicked. CBS has given executive pro- 
ducer Sherwood Schwartz the go- 
ahead to produce 26 episodes, a full 
season. 


In the News: In order to promote its 
upcoming election coverage, CBS is 
reported to be scheduling its leading 
news commentators on entertainment 
programs. The newsmen will romp 
through happyland at a dignified pace, 
however. They will appear as them- 
selves, will not participate in any 
sketches and will at all times remain 
calm. 

Walter Cronkite will be on I’ve Got 
a Secret and Captain Kangaroo. Many 
of the others (the likes of Harry Rea- 
soner and Mike Wallace) are set to 
walk on at the end of The Garry 
Moore Show on Nov. 6.

t had been a particularly spirited 
day for Judy Carne, 104 pounds 
of active ingredient, currently 
employed as feminine star of ABC’s 
comedy series Love on a Rooftop. 
Now divorced from actor Burt Reyn- 
olds, she had been given custody of a 
basset hound named Clyde and a 
dachshund called Festus upon their 
separation last year. Reynolds, of 
course, got visitation rights. 
But it occurred to Miss Carne that 
dogs growing up in broken homes in 
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Hollywood had little chance. That is, 


more likely than not, they would 
wind up running with the wrong dogs. 
So she had arranged to ship Clyde 
and Festus by air to the residence of 
Reynolds’ parents, who agreed to raise 
them in the more conventional en- 
virons of North Palm Beach, Fla. 

A dog flying from California to 
Florida requires, in order, a reserva- 
tion; a cage, proper shots and a certif- 
icate of clearance from a veterinarian

Carne jumping most of the morning. 

“Did you drive them to the air- 
port?” she was asked. 

“Oh, no,” she answered. “I couldn’t 
take that emotional jolt of saying 
good-by. I sent them in a taxi.” 

Judy makes a distinct point of 
avoiding emotional jolts—so much so, 
in fact, that she quit going to a psy- 
choanalyst after only three months of 
treatment. “I began to dread our

Her therapy, she confides, is work, 
supplemented by such restful pursuits 
as riding a motorcycle, driving fast 
ears and dancing the frug, the James 
Brown and whatever else the swingers 
are kicking up at the particular Sunset 
Strip salon where she may be en- 
camped. 

“T have always wanted to jump out - 
of an airplane,” she says, adding, 
thankfully, that she preferred to do it 
in a parachute. 


Life at the studio 


After packing the dogs off for 
Florida, Miss Carne put in a tough 
day at the studio, following her 
custom of getting into a beef with 
her co-star, Peter Deuel, a handsome 
young graduate of the Gidget series, 
who is constructed like a linebacker 
for the Green Bay Packers. Deuel 
had to change shirts, keeping Judy 
waiting on the set. When he returned, 
she snapped, “Where the hell have 
you been? It’s hot under these lights.” 

“Were you glued to the chair?” 
he responded. 

When Judy let him have it broad- 
side with a carbonated remark, he 
turned to E.W. Swackhamer, the 
show’s producer-director, and growled, 
“So help me, Swack, I’m gonna belt 
her the next time.” 

“Peter and I have a love-hate re- 
lationship,” says Miss Carne, adding 
that the language they use on the set 


‘is hardly recommended for a convo- 


cation of Brownies but is honest lan- 
guage, the kind that holds a friend- 
ship together. 

At the end of the working day, Judy 
kissed Deuel good-by, as she did the 
producer, the wardrobe mistress, the 
hairdresser, the production supervisor 
and sundry others. 

Now she was seated with her visi- 
tor at her spacious Early American 
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home located atop a cliff in Studio 
City, where she sipped the one vodka 
and tonic she allows herself each 
night. She sat sideways in her chair, 
explaining apologetically, “The studio 
wants me to gain weight, so I have 
to take shots every day. They hurt.” 

“Hip shots?” she was asked. 

“No,” she replied, “they shoot me 
right in the ——.” 

The home had been purchased by 
actor Reynolds, whom she married in 
1963. In the carport outside stood 
a motorbike and a Mustang. She drives 
one or the other to work each day, 
depending upon her mood. The pre- 
vious weekend, she had _ joined 
friends, attired in jeans and sweat- 
shirts, riding “hogs” to Laguna Beach, 
some 75 miles away. 

“T realize it’s dangerous,” she says, 
“but .you measure that against the 
wonderful feeling of freedom that 
comes from being out there in the 
open, away from all your problems.” 

Miss Carne lives alone and doesn’t 
like it. “Frankly,” she says, “I’m 
frightened to death in this big house. 
I have been high strung ever since 
I was a child, and I don’t sleep very 
well. I’m always hearing noises.” 


Born in England 


Born Joyce Botterill 27 years ago in 
Northampton, England, Judy spent 
the first six years with her grand- 
mother. The war in Europe had just 
started, and her father, a fruiterer, 
was drafted into the British Army. 
Her mother went to work in a ball- 
bearing factory. 

“T was terribly unhappy in school,” 
she recalls. “I was a dreamer—unin- 
terested in studies.” 

When the war ended, her parents 
gave her dancing and singing lessons 
and she showed such aptitude that 
they decided, when she was 10, to 
send her to a theatrical boarding 
school in Sussex where the students 
followed a normal curriculum in the 


morning and studied the theater the 
rest of the day. Given the part of a 
murderess, Sarah Carne, in a play 
called “Bonaventure,” Judy took a 
liking to the last name and told the 
schoolmistress that she’d use it pro- 
fessionally. The mistress replied, “And 
I have always seen you as a Judy 
more than as a Joyce.” 

Thus, at 16, Judy Carne (pro- 
nounced “karn”) left school and 
scrambled for small parts in the Lon- 
don theater and on television. “When 
I would be out of work, which was 
most of the time,” she says, “I would 
go to Paris and live with friends on 
the Left Bank.” 

In 1962, American producer Cy 


‘Howard signed Judy in London for a 


TV series he was planning called 
Fair Exchange. She moved to Holly- 
wood. The show crashed after only 
one season. Judy next was enlisted 
for another series, The Baileys of 
Balboa, which lasted no longer. 
“Work started to come slow for me,” 
she recalls. “My marriage, meanwhile, 
disintegrated. I was depressed and 
overwrought. Outwardly, I am brash 
and confident, but underneath I am 
really insecure and-scared. I took 
inventory of myself. I had no baby, 
no job, no alimony. I became a sort 
of recluse who sat home alone. I de- 
cided to see an analyst, a nice man 
who had agreed to take me on credit. 
But I couldn’t face the continued 
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Judy Carne/ continued 


sessions and I quit.” 

The lead in Rooftop, says Judy, was 
heaven-sent. She won it in competi- 
tion with 19 other actresses from 
Screen Gems. Her bright brown 
eyes, short red hair and pixy face, 
together with a fine instinct for 
comedy, qualified her for the part of 
the young housewife married to an ar- 
chitect (Deuel) who earns $85.37 a 
week. They occupy a hole-in-the-wall 
on the top floor of a walkup in San 
Francisco, where they play house, 
stoutly rejecting aid from her old 
man, a well-heeled fender slapper 
with nine used-car lots in Los Angeles. 

In the lexicon of the trade, this is 
known as a situation comedy, or, as 
producer-director Swackhamer calls 
it, “an organic comedy.” 

“TI mean by that,” he says, “that 
nothing happens that isn’t genuinely 
motivated by reality.” 


Hopeful of a hit 


Says Judy Carne, “Naturally I am 
hoping that our series hits it big, but 
whether it does or not, I feel the 
public is ready again for the ‘charm- 
ing’ type of show. It has had its belly- 
ful of horses, doctors, nurses, patients 
with brain tumors, detectives, spies, 
ghouls and people with supernatural 
powers. The new drift may be to- 
ward warm, natural comedy. It 
worked beautifully with Dick Van 
Dyke.” 

Swackhamer is confident that Judy 
will make Rooftop work. “She’s ex- 
tremely professional,’ he says. “She 
has had a lot of experience at acting 
and she has a great desire to work. 
She has temperament, and she does 
such things as ride motorcycles, but 
I don’t discourage her for fear of hurt- 
ing her spirit.” 

Pete Deuel, who, incidentally, also 
rides a motorcycle, agrees with his 
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producer that Judy has temperament, 
but explains, “Happily, it’s not the 
obnoxious kind. We have some pretty 
spicy words for each other, but she 
fights at a man’s level and we never 
leave the set at night bearing grudges.” 

Well-organized and fiercely punc- 
tual, Miss Carne points out that many 
of the rhubarbs could be avoided 
if Deuel weren’t given to tardiness. 
“Pete is a dear-heart,” she says, “but 
damn him, I’m always on time and 
he’s always late, never giving me the 
chance to make a star’s appearance.” 

Actually, for one as outwardly en- 
terprising as Judy, she fosters no 
ambitions of becoming a major star. 
“All I want to be,” she says, “is a 
working actress, good enough to 
choose the kind of parts I like. And 
I want to work the rest of my life, 
even if I marry someone with the 
money of Onassis.” 

Asked what kind of man she next 
would pick to keep her in sweatshirts, 
she replied, “I’m not sure, but it won’t 
be an actor. I avoid actors like the 
plague. Actors and actresses shouldn’t 
be together. Each is so involved in 
himself that there isn’t enough room 
at the dinner table for the two of 
them. They find themselves com- 
peting with each other.” 

The first qualification of her next 
mate, she says, will be his place of 
birth. “I definitely want an American, 
because Americans are by far the best 
husbands. The English husband feels 
his wife is a thing to be used more 
than a thing to be catered to. Ameri- 
can men treat their women fairly, and, 
in case you should be _ interested, 
American men are also the best 
lovers.” 

“Won't this appraisal shock the 
Frenchmen and Italians?” I asked. 

She dismissed them abruptly. “They 
only talk a good game,” she answered. 

Emerson once noted that all man- 
kind loves a lover, but he never had 
anything to say about a talker. 
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What makes them the swingingest? Panty 
hose, if you please. The most glamorous that 
ever went everywhere.

V7 Shatner, Star Trek’s 35- 
year-old Montreal-born ex- 
Hollywood holdout, sits in his plush 
Desilu dressing room force feeding 
himself five pages of rush dialog. He is 
interrupted first by a small man bear- 
ing a new-style space jacket on a 
hanger, and then an intently solicitous 
press agent, and then an eager-to- 
please youth who asks in the manner 
of a bellhop addressing the man in the 
Presidential suite, “Would you like 
something cold to drink?” 

Shatner orders, with thanks, a 
dietetic something and when the kid 
is gone closes his script and says 
in wonder, “Before, I always thought 
that kind of, uh . . . toadying was 
beneath human dignity. But for the 
first time I’m able to see the reason 
for it. These little attentions do help. 
It makes life easier for me.”

A new Bill Shatner? Indeed. 

The old, aesthetically hard-nosed 
Shatner struck New York in 1956, at 
25 a veteran of $31-a-week Canadian 
classical repertory, a tailor’s son full 
of Shakespearean confidence, master 
of a hundred roles in 60 demanding 
works. Though the play he came to 
Broadway to do, Christopher Mar- 
lowe’s “Tamburlaine,” lasted only 20 
performances, the critics liked this 
vital Shatner kid. The world waited. 

The day after “Tamburlaine” folded, 
Shatner told 20th Century-Fox what 
to do with the seven-year contract 
they offered. “I was going to set Holly- 
wood and Broadway on fire my own 
way,” he says. “I wanted to be inde- 
pendent, to choose my own roles. I 
thought there was nothing to gain 
from signing and everything to lose. 
Mainly my youth.” 

Free to make his own mistakes, 
Shatner made them. Except for a few 
gocd years in TV drama, nothing went 
right. After appearing in MGM’s “The 
Brothers Karamazov,” he bought out 
his other commitments with the studio 
to be free to do “The World of Suzie 
Wong” on Broadway, which, though a 
money-maker, was a critical bomb and 
did nothing for Shatner. “Every night 
was a nightmare,” he says. “I almost 
had a nervous breakdown.” 

He spurned the lead in the Dr. Kil- 
dare TV series when it was offered. He 
did “A Shot in the Dark” on Broad- 
way, but Walter Matthau stole the 
show. There was a B-movie loser called 
“The Explosive Generation.” And 
his Alexander the Great pilot, made 
for a reputed $750,000, expired unpur- 
chased two years ago. Last year he 
starred in For the People, which the 
TV critics liked but which the com- 
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upsets the STAR

petition, Bonanza, bludgeoned off the 
air in 13 weeks. 

Despondent, Shatner and his Cana- 
dign wife Gloria, a shy, pretty for- 
mer actress, sat in their Sherman 
Oaks, Cal., hillside home earlier this 
year and seriously discussed plans 
for Bill to give up acting and try 
directing if the Star Trek pilot didn’t 
sell. “I had lost movie after movie to 
kids who had been on TV and had 
virtually no real experience or talent,” 
Shatner says bitterly. 

Also vowing to chuck TV if Star 
Trek went unsold was its’ producer- 
creator, Gene Roddenberry, who had 
stuck with the project, a tale of a 
400-man spaceship prowling through 
outer space, for three years. First 
there was a pilot starring Jeff Hun- 
ter, which didn’t sell because “it was 
too cerebral,” according to Rodden- 
berry. Then, late last year, a second 
pilot was filmed, this time with Shat- 
ner in the role of the flinty Capt. 
James T. Kirk, spaceship commander. 
Only Leonard Nimoy as the taciturn, 
half-alien Mr. Spock was retained 
from the first pilot. The new pilot 
sold—to NBC—and everybody was 
back in the ball game. And Shat- 
ner, who had a few years ago so aS- 
siduously shunned the Hollywood 
harness, was gleefully saying things 
like: “I’ve gotten a great insight into 
the omnipotence of the series lead. 
Everybody does his best not to upset 
the star. It’s an almost unique posi- 
tion few in the entertainment world 
achieve .... It’s like absolute power.” 
And he unleashes his machine-gun 
chuckle, his intelligent hazel eyes 
alight with huge appreciation of the 
ludicrousness of it all, at the same 
time thoroughly enjoying it. 


He finishes his soft drink and 
moves to the rehearsal table outside 
his door, around which sit guest star 
Robert Walker Jr.; Nimoy, serious in 
his evil makeup and large, pointed 
ears; and director Larry Dobkin. Shat- 
ner has insisted on rehearsing here 
before moving to the set, an inno- 
vation most directors have applauded. 

As the group begins the run- 
through, an associate producer ar- 
rives, clutching some late, late 
changes. Shatner mutters unhappily. 
“What’s the matter?” jibes the pro- 
ducer lightly. “You fighting to protect 
your lines?” 

“Tm fighting for the ones I learned,” 
Shatner says testily. Shatner. later 
would take his beef to Roddenberry 
and be assured there would be no 
more last-second changes. 

Roddenberry, a big, somewhat bash- 
ful man, admits that the thought of 
life with an assertive, stage-oriented 
actor did not send him into ecstasies 
of joyous anticipation and that the 
first day of shooting seemed to augur 
the worst. “He came in and said, T 
have a few comments about the script’ 
and I thought, ‘Oh no’. . .” But it 
wasn’t so bad. “I have never had more 
intelligent suggestions and we used all 
of them,” says the producer. 

Another time Shatner, an aspiring 
writer, came into Roddenberry’s office 
with a story he had written. Recalls 
Roddenberry: “He wouldn’t let me 
take it home to read. He insisted on 
reading it right there. So I fortified 
myself with a Scotch and prepared to 
suffer. But the story flowed and was 
so damned poetic I caught myself 
wishing I could write that well... .” 
Did he buy the story? “No.”

bition is just one of the escape hatches 
he keeps open. “I hang on to the 
thought that there’s always Toronto. 
It's my security blanket.” He pauses. 
“Not really . . . it’s taken me half a 
lifetime to realize you can’t go back.” 

Too, he keeps his Canadian citi- 
zenship so that he would be eligible 
to exercise Commonwealth privileges 
and flee to theatrically renascent Eng- 
land when he wanted to. But he knows 
he’s not going to do that either. “It’s 
what somebody called the flywheel of 
inertia,” he says and starts talking 
wearily about the prohibitive logistics 
of uprooting a three-kid, two-car, one- 
dog family. 


Hooked on pursuit of stardom 


He must face it—the pursuit of 
major Hollywood stardom has him 
hooked. Because he never cared for 
the build-up before, he faces the 
fray less well armed than he might 
have been. 

“I wish he were a little flashier,” 
says his press agent. Shatner, in his 
10th year of marriage, makes exasper- 
atingly poor column copy—no separa- 
tions, no whispered romantic intrigues, 
and he’s never punched a photogra- 
pher. He has great contempt for pub- 
licity-spawned actors and only slight- 
ly less for “personality actors, guys 
whose best asset is that they move 
with a degree of competence.” 

But there’s a not very secret part 
of him that envies the traditional 
bigger-than-life movie star. Too many 
ostensibly facetious allusions to his 
own “hero” ambitions sneak into his 
conversation. 

He will be discussing with Nimoy 
a violent upcoming scene, and he will 
suggest with a smile that Captain Kirk 
“fly backward over the table like a 
hero.” When the scene is shot, Cap- 
tain Kirk will fly backward over the 
table like a hero. 
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Shatner worked with weights for 
a year prior to making Alexander the 
Great “so I could take off my shirt 
and look like a hero.’ When he 
checked into Desilu, he asked that 
they set up a small gym for him. At 
first they declined, but then he used 
his star power and they complied. 

Most Saturday mornings around 6 
Shatner and several friends, among 
them his attorney, Gunther Schiff, 
and Arnold Burk, a Paramount exec- 
utive, take off for a day of motor- 
cycle riding in the desert, hours away, 
and it is an excellent bet that when 
they return Shatner will have the 
most bruises and lacerations. Says 
Schiff, “Bill has lots of guts.” Adds 
Burk, “I cherish a mental picture of 
Bill sprawled out in a puddle in a 
driving rainstorm laughing his head 
off. We call him Bouncing Bill.” 

“With bike riding,” says Shatner, “I 
get rid of a lot of frustrations. . . .” 

Frustrations some of which stem 
from being 35 (“It’s a good age this 
year, but what about next?”) and not 
having achieved what seemed so close 
at hand as a kid of 25. 

Yet things aren’t so bad. He has 
a contented man’s demeanor as he 
sits next to his swimming pool watch- 
ing his three little girls splashing 
happily about. 

His clearest immediate ambition is to 
make some more low-budget experi- 
mental films like “Incubus,” a strange 
little picture shot in Esperanto (with 
English subtitles) up in California’s 
Big Sur area earlier this year. Ex- 
plains Leslie Stevens, who wrote and 
directed it: “It’s about demons trying 
to possess the soul of a noble and 
saintly person [Shatner].” 

Says Stevens of his star: “He has 
an unquestioned greatness. How long 
it will take to flower I don’t know. 
He’s been forced by circumstances, or 
through his own mistakes, into play- 
ing roles which do not match his tal- 
ents. But he has always kept his 
standards intact.”

And just be- 
tween you and me—show no. But, to 
give Tarzan its due, you do get, in this 
show, terrific background shots. The 
first five episodes were filmed in 
Brazil, and although the crew experi- 
enced so much rain there they had to 
move on to Mexico, they nonetheless 
captured some of the most breath- 
taking scenery shots we’ve ever seen. 


Your new TV Tarzan is, an NBC 
release informs us, “an articulate, 
modern Tarzan who is familiar with 
the ways of civilization.” Boy, articu- 
late and modern and familiar with 
the ways of civilization! Our cup run- 
neth overboard. The trouble is, when 
you combine the idea of the Noble 
Savage with the clichés of modern 
TV, something’s got to give. We wish 
it were the clichés, but in this show 
it isn’t. We recommend Tarzan highly 
as a show to put the kids to bed by, 
but that’s as far as we can go. 


Mr. Ron Ely, who plays the part, 
is very tall (6-feet-4), and he has a 
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good build and dimples. Yes, dimples. 
Now don’t get cross. All right, he’s 
no Johnny Weissmuller, but then, 
these days, who is? Furthermore, he 
is reasonably convincing in his famous 
rope swings from tree to tree as well 
as in his waterfall dives and in his 
swimming. And if every rescue seems 
to involve the same number of swings 
through the same number of trees 
and exactly the same length swim— 
well, that’s hardly Mr. Ely’s fault. 
Also, he has a great Tarzan yell. He 
can do it while he’s running or swing- 
ing or swimming or whatever. This 
is because, let’s face it, it isn’t his 
yell. It’s our old friend Johnny’s 
—reproduced electronically. Mr. Ely 
doesn’t have to make a sound. He just 
opens his mouth, somebody pushes a 
button and out comes the whole Weiss- 
muller deal. Talk ‘about articulate! 
This Tarz is practically automated. 


And, speaking of his mate, we have 
some sad news for you. There have 
been 14 Tarzans and nearly as many 
Janes. Mr. Ely, the 15th, is a bachelor. 
He has only Cheetah and a little boy 
named Jai (Manuel Padilla Jr.) who 
is made to play a part which is, if 
you can believe it, even sillier than 
“Boy” used to be in the old Tarzan 
films. As for the plots—one episode 
offered the dynamiting of a herd of 
elephants, the shooting of a game war- 
den, the death of a poacher and the 
setting of a snare for Tarzan complete 
with a coral snake. As if this weren’t 
enough, another episode contained a 
forest fire, a blind princess and a See-
